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REMARKS 

Applicant has reviewed and considered the Office Action mailed on April 16, 2009 and 
the references cited therein. 

Claims 1,15, and 30 are amended and no claims are canceled or added; as a result, claims 
1-4, 6, 10-16, 18, 20-21, 30-32, and 34-38 are now pending in this application. 

CLAIM OBJECTIONS 
Claims 1,15, and 30 were objected to based on informalities. 

Applicants respectfully disagree with this objection. However, in order to expedite 
prosecution, claims 1,15, and 30 have been amended in a manner that is believed to address the 
Examiner's concerns. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34-38 were allowed. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 10-16, 18, 20, 21, and 30-33 were objected to as being dependent upon 
Appendix A in the specification, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of Appendix A.
